For nearly two hours 
last night the common council of 
Elmira, N. V., considered the case 
against William R. Hearst and his 
New York newspapers, the Amer- 
ican and Evening Journal. Follow- 
ing a brief executive session it was 
announced that no resolution will be 
adopted until next Friday in order 
to give the Hearst papers ah op- 
portunity to get a representative 
here to present some kind of a de- 
fense and to give the corporation 
counsel an opportunity to examine 
the legality of the action suggested. 
A man named Ring did appear for 
Hearst at the meeting, but the only 
defense he offered was an attack on 
the character of Richard Marlowe, a 


local attorney of unquestionable 
standing. 
Hamilton Sleight Post No. 129, 


G. A. R., of Poughkeepsie, N. V., „es- 
terday jasued a proclamation to the 
people of Duchess county asking 
them not to buy the American or 
Evening Journal and by every law- 
ful means to induce others not to 
buy them.

WAR INQUIRY STARTS. 

The Senate Military Committee 
started the first of its war inquiries 
today with a sub-committee holding 
hearings on the production of heavy 
ordnance. 

W. H. Morgan, a manufacturer of 
Alliance, 0, told the committee his 
plant would fill ites $15,000,000 con- 
tract for heavy ordnance long be- 
fore the time limit expires. He said 
his concern saved the government 
$800,000 by making an improved 
wheel for gun carriages. 

Mr. Morgan complained that in- 
spectors employed by the War De- 
partment have not had technical 
training.

The committee today unanimous- 
ly went on record in favor of large 
expansion of the American army.

By the resolution “the President 
‘is authorized in his discretion and 
at such time as he may determine 
to raise and begin the training of 
an additional force of 3,000,000 
men.” who are “to be called for 
training at such times and in such 
numbers as the President may di- 
rect. 

Senator Reed announced he would 
probably report the bill to the Sen- 
ate next Monday and endeavor to 
have it considered at an early date. 

The House Military Committee al- 
ready has added to the army bill an 
administration provision giving un- 
limited authority to the President 
to raise an army of whatever site is 
needed. 

In taking this action the Senate 
committee went on record for a fur- 
ther increase, in the size of the 
armed forces, but also of fixing 
definitely the amount of the in- 
crease. 


“WORK OR FIGHT.” 


The far-reaching character of the 
new “work or fight" regulations un- 
der which the government proposes 
to put every man of draft age into 
some useful employment or into the 
army probably will not be fully 
realized by the country until the K. 
fects of its operation appear in en- 
ery community. 

The sweeping character of the 
government's purpose to put every 
able man of draft age either into 
the army or some useful occupation 
is indicated by Provost-Marshal- 
General Crowder's official announce- 
ment, but Ina@much as every case 
will come up for determination on 
ite merits as the operation of the 
regulation goes forward, it will be- 
come apparent that the scope of the 
government's action practically is 
limitiesa. 

The outgrowth of a plan con- 
ceived and known “putting the 
nation to work,” the new reguia- 
tions probably will be more and 
more closely applied as the war goes 
en, or until m becomes necessary to 
raise the draft age above 31. Mm 
tary authorities are of the opinion 
now that it will not be necessary to 
raise the draft age and that the 
man power of the nation ts sufficient 
if those now of draft age are fully 
utilized. 

The first effect of the new regula- 
tions will be to drive tdlers to work 
or into the army. Moreover, it will 
be the lers own responsibility to 
get a useful job before July 1. Then 
will come the determination of what

Mark I. Requa, head 
of the oll division, Fuel Administra- 
tion, hes sent out à letter and spe- 
cial ferms insisting that all use of 
fuel ofl or petroleum products be 
limited and subject te permit. The 

is as follows: 

1 order that the fuel oll re- 
quirements of our Allies, as well as 
our ewn army and navy, and essen- 
tial war industries may be fully sat- 
ished, it is found necessary to limit 


the use of petroleum and coal tn the 
manufacture of road projects, such 
as esphalt, read binders, road olls, 
tar Dinders or dressings. The United 
States is new being drawn upon to 
an ever-increasing extent for pe- 
troleum products, especially fuel oil.

PRICES TO ALIJES FIXED. 
(ev A FP. NIGHT WIRE) 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—With a/ 


view to stabilizing the price of gas- 
oline, fuel oils and other petroleum 
products to domestic consumers, 
Mark I. Reque, Director of Ot! Bup- 
piy of the Fuel Administration, to- 
day announced the prices the Allies 
will pay for these products for the 
sixty days from May 20 to July 18. 

Ag the expiration of the sixty days 
the Fuel Administration will take 
further steps if it is found that to- 
day's action has deen without avail 
in reducing the price of gasoline and 
other olls to domestic users in the 
United States. 

Tt was pointed out by ofl officials 
that. while the price to the Allies 
applied to their purchases alone and 
not to domestic users, the Allies are 
such large purchasers of petroleum 
here their price was a powerful et- 
fect upon the domestic market. 

The price of gasoline to the Allies 
was fixed as follows: 

Fe b. Gulf ports, 21 cents per gal- 
lon: rod Atlantic seaboard, 23% 
cents per gallon; United States Navy 
specifications in both cases. 

At the same time the price for 
aviation naptha was fixed as fol- 
lows:

deg. Fahrenheit final boiling point 
in both cases. 

Fuel of] prices were fixed at:

Under present building condi- 
tions, when the government is do- 
ing practically all of the bwilding 
in tWis section of the country, it 
created a hardship and tse unfair to 
nonunion men, and to those who 
wish to keep open shop.” 

ORGANIZE TEAMSTERS. 

An effort is now being made to 
organize all of the material team 
Sters in this county, the labor agi- 
tators considering that such a move 
le of the greatest importance, as it 
would probably facilitate the tying- 
up of boilding activities in case of 
a strike. The master painters re- 
cently made a Herculean effort to 
recure a city ordinance which would 
have. compelled the employment of 
union painters and interior deco- 
rators on all jobs in this city. Fan- 
ing in that. eighty-five painter 
bosses have agreed to raise wages 
from $4.50 to $6 per day and adopt 
es five and one-half day week. This 
ia the condition regardless of the 
fact that the successful prosecution 
of. the war depends upon every 
able-bodied man working from ten 
to fifteen hours a day every day in 
the year until Prussianism is 
stamped out.

As Army Chaplain. 


LAMBUTH IS TO 
GO TO FRANCE. 


M. E. Church, South, Bishop 


Leaves in July. 


Acting Successor will be 
Former Pastor Here. 


Dr. Selecman, Back, Tells of 
Convention W ork. 


Every chaplain of the M. . 
Church, South, in France will be 
supplied with a motorcycle and 
other individual equipment not fur- 
nished by the government, to the 
extent of $600 or $700 for each man, 
by the Church War Commissions, to 
which Dr. C. C. Selecman of Trin- 
ity was elected during the three 
weeks’ convention at Atlanta, Ga. 

Dr. and Mrs. Selecman returned 
last night and were met at the station 
by a delegation that tendered them 
a reception at the church. 

The duties of the war commis- 
sion, working in line with the va 
rious governments in all other re- 
spects, will de te furnish the full! 
quota asked of chaplains for army 
and navy service. In addition, 
many camp pastors will be supplied 
to supplement the work of the reg- 
ular chaplains by individual work 
among the men in each regiment. 
The commission wil! ralee $1,090,000 
each year for five years in order to 
carry on this war work. 

Bishop Walter B. Lambuth will 
go to France as an army chaplain 
in July, Dr. Selecman reported, and 
the new acting Pascific Coast bishop 
will be HK. M. DuBose, who was «4 
Trinity pastor in this city in 1898. 
Others will probably go to France 
also. “Il may go myself before this 
is over,“ said the pastor last night. 

The most progressive legislation 
performed by the Methodists, ac- 
cording to Dr. Selecman, was the 
abolition of the pastoral term set- 
ting a limit of tour years. At the 
conference the women of the church 
were also granted the laity right 
allowing them to hold any of the 
church offices, but not to preach. 

Dr. Selecman was appointed a 
member of the Unification Commit- 
tee which is working to restore the 
M. E. Church and the M. E. Church, 
South, to the status enjoyed before 
the Civil War. This work has been 
going on for four years, but not 
vet completed.

ETRY OF THE WAR. 

The poets were at first flustered by 
the war. Most of them had been busily ex- 
perimenting with involutions of expression 
and obscure rhythms; and when the war 
crashed down through the sky they blew 
panicky refrains on their penny whistles, 
and it seemed for a while as though no 
voice and word appropriate te the 


poem addressed to Germany is: 

“You have wronged for the Day, you have 
longed for the Day 

That lit the awful flame, 

"Tis nothing to you that bill and plain 

Yield sheaves of dead men amid the grain; 

That — mourn for their loved ones 


poetry, to be popular, to be taken up by the 
lips of men, must appeal to the elemental 
Passions of hate for the enemy and loyalty 
for the homeland. Some of the very finest 
poetry about the war, and evoked by the 
war, has been written in America by Amy 
Lowell: notably “Toy Soldiers.” But it is 
too intellectual, being wholly allegorical, 
for the storm and stress of the hour. When 
the war is over, then Amy Lowell will—par- 
adoxically—have a better chance to come 
into prominence as a war poet. 

The names of Alan Seegar and Rupert 
Brooke are too well known to need more 
than mention. Seegar’s “Rendervous with 
Death,” with its lyrical melancholy and 
overtone of loyalty to duty, all of which 
was intensified by the regrettable fact that 
he faithfully kept the rendervous, has re 
ceived something like the honor due it. Ru- 
pert Brooke's poetry would probably have 
passed quickly from public gaze had it 
not been that so many eminent friends of 
his, keenly feeling the sense of loss that 
came with his death, directed attention to 


Kipling’s “For all We Have and Are” is a 
magnificent poem, closing as it does with 
the reverberant lines: 

“Phere is but one task for al 
For each one life to give. 
Who stands tf freedom fall? 
Who dies if England live?” 

In America there has been 4 gradual in- 
crease of quality to compensate for the be- 
wildering quantity. Hermann Hagedorn, 
in prose and verse, has distinguishabdly 
attested the loyalty that some people of 
German descent have cherished for Amer-

One word that fs a stroke of steel on steel, 
A a clangor sets a long note 


Among those who have celebrated the 
incidents of war, Amelia Josephine Burr, 
Capt. Gilbert Frankau, Owen Seaman and 
Patritk McGil] will perhaps not be soon 
forgotten. Capt. Frankau and McGill wrote 
in the trenches with the crash of guns 
echoing through the heavens; and the for- 
mer achieved a particularly vivid concep- 
tion in “Headquarters”: 
“A league and a league from the trenches— 
from the traversed maze of the lines, 
Where daylong the sniper watches and day- 
long the bullet whines. 

And the cratered earth is in travail with 
mines and with counter-mines— 

Here, where haply some woman dreamed 
(are those ber roses in that bloom 


In the garden beyond the windows of my 


littered working room?) 

We have decked the map for our masters as 
a bride is decked for the groom.” 
Even the gentle poets, such as Walter de 
la Mare, whose child rhymes (“Peacock 
Pie”) would never suggest a martial spirit, 
and Sara Teasdale, one of the finest lyrical 
writers America has produced, have given 
their attentions to Mare and with felicity. 
But these have not been emotional enough 
for general appreciation. It is only the re- 
flective lover of poetry who enjoys the dell 
cacy and tenuous sorrow, more of melan- 
choly than of anger, In those unusual sing- 
ers. 
Many poets—who never were poets until 
they got into the war, some of them as 
privates—have appeared with their little of- 
ferings of song; and these songs get within 
the hearts of those who read and the echoes 
are heard there long after the name of the 
author has slipped away. Take for instance 
the little volume of “Rough Rhymes by «a 
Padre,” by one who calls himself Wood- 
bine Willie, and the lines titled “Prayer Be- 


But I pray that whatever comes my way 

I may never turn me back. 
J leave the matter o life and 

To the Father who knows what's best, 
And I prays that I still may play the man 

Whether I turns east or west.” 

go much to convey merely an intimation 
of what the poets are doing; but it is not 
too much to say that many of them are 
writing as stirring and as fine martia! verse 
as may be found in the length and breadth 
of the language.

CHICAGO, May 24.—Renewed un- 
favorable conditions for planting 
brought about advances today in the 
corn market. Prices closed uneet- 
tled, 7-8 to 1% cents net higher, 
with June $1.88% and July $1.40 7-8. 
Oats gained 4 to & cents net. De- 
clines of 27 cents to $1 took place 
in provisions. 

Unwelcome wet weather proved to 
be the dominating influence affect- 
ing the value of corn. 

Oats sympathized with the ad- 
vance of corn. Trade was mostly 
of an evening-up character on the 
part of shorts. 

Lower quotations on hogs weak- 
ened provisions. Considerable of the 
selling appeared to come from out- 
side packers.

|Attack on the Constitution 
Quoted from Speech. 


Candidate Tells of Need of 
Economy in State.

Thomas Lee Woolwine. the South's

the Constitution of the United States, 
referring to his assaults upon that 
honored document as seditious and 
treasonable and should not be tool 
erated for a moment when loyalty 
to American institutions is not only 
expected but a right that its en- 
forced.” 

More than 150 citizens attended 
the banquet and cheered Mr. Wol- 
wine. Attorney Lou Guernsey was 
the toastmaster.

HENEY NOT FITTED. 

Mr. Woolwine said in part: 

“Francis J. Heney should not and 
Will not become Governor of the 
State of California. He has not 
hesitated to express peculiar and 
dangerous distrust and disbelief in 
not only those whom we have 
learned to revere as the fathers of 
this country, but has dared attack 
the very foundation upon which this 
gsoveTament was constructed and 
exists. 

“After he had passed the mature 
age of 60 years. in a speech before 
a joint committee of the Legislature 
of this State. on February 3, 1911, 
among other things, he said: 

The Constitution (referring to 
the Constitution of the United 
States) was a job made up in 
secret by aristocrats and slipped 
over by Alexander Hamilton and 
others who believed in mon- 
archical government. 

The Constitution was a con 


epiracy of big business against 
the people. 
The right of the Supreme 


Court to pass upon the consti- 
tutionalty of acts of Congress 
was a stolen right. 

The Constitution was framed 
in the dark and its authors were 
so afraid of publicity that what 
transpired they did not dare to 
publish for fifty years.

“Remarks such as those quoted 
would, if made in a time such as 
this,-subject a man to severe pen- 
alties and could be characterised as 
nothing leas than seditious and treas- 
onable and would not be tolerated 
for a moment when loyalty to Amer- 
ican institutions is not only expect- 
ed, but a right that is enforced. 

NEED OF BCONOMY. 


“Upon the very threshold of tits 
campaign I stated in general termes 
that the necessities of the war 
make it imperative that the State 
resort to the same rigid economy in 
its burden of taxation and expendi. | 
tures as is now expected of an indi- 
vidual; that every surplus resource 
be wisely contributed to the win 
ning of this war, and that economy 
and retrénchment should be the con- 
trolling purpose of every State offi.

“The cost of running the State 
government has, year by year, in- 
creased to a degree that ts nothing 
less than alarming, and unless some- 
thing ie done speedily to bring to an 
end the burdensome extravagances 
of the government in this State there 
ls no telling to what greater heights 
the figures may reach. Commissions 
for some governmental purposes 
may for many reasons be used to 
the very great advantage of the peo- 
ple, but the growth in number of 
such bodies in the State of Califor- 
nia, and the army employed therein, 
and the enormous increase in the 
expense of maintaining the same, 
brings us to the inevitable concliu- 
sion that In many tnetances these

W oman Held for Alleged Pro-

Investigate Trips of Alien

Five cases, including one of ah 
aged Woman accused of seditious re- 
marks, were handled by the war 
squad of the police department in its 
campaign against dangerous alien 
enemies, disloyalieth and others sus- 
pected of hindering the government's 
prosecution of the war. 

The woman was Mrs. Linda Park- 
man, 60 years old, of No. 6552 Long 
Beach avenue. She was arrested by 
members of the war squad on a 


Warrant charging her with disturb- 


ing the peace. The specific charge 
against her, the officers say. is that 
of making seditious remarks, de- 
nouncing the President, and ¢xpress- 
ing a hope that Germany would be 
Victorious in the war so that she 
could leave this country. These 
statements, the officers say, were 
made to neighbors, and later re- 
peated to the officers, it is charged. 
Mrs. Parkman was born in the 
United States, her booking record 
shows. 

Another arrest on the technical 
charge of disturbing the peace was 
that of Sam Doyne, who was taken 
into custody on a ranch near King 
land, where he fled in an effort to 
escape the officers, the police charge. 
According to the officers on the case. 
Doyne was an employee at the 
Southern Pactfic shops, and during 
the last Liberty Rond drive refused 
to buy bonds and made elurring re- 
ark. He managed to escape the 
fury of several hundred men em- 
there, ant left the city while 
the warrant for his arrest on the 
charge of disturbing the peace was 
being obtained.

New Things in Fertilizers. 


POTASH FROM CEMEST MILLS AND BLAST 
FURNACES VERSUS THE MINES OF THE 
KAISER—NEW FERTILIZERS 
LAKES AND THRE OCEANS—IMPORTANT 
INVENTIONS WHICH WILL REALLY IN- 
CREASE CROPS OF ALL KINDS 7

ASHINGTON (D. -C.)—Has the 
mailed fist of the Kaiser a grip on 
the throat of the American farmer? 

They believe that 

their potash mines are the key to the food 

supply of the world and that when the war 

is over they can dictate which of the u 

tions shall have plenty of food and which 

will go starving. Dr. Wilhelm Ostwald of 
the University of Leipsic and one of the 

Kaiser's privy councilors, recently warned

lar to those recently adopted in the cement 
We all know some 
thing about pure potasii as a drug. We use 
chloride of potash to gargle our throats, 
caustic potash to take n warts, and 
bromide of potash to put us to sleep when 
our nerves are excited. Some of us need 
Seidiite powders, another potash com- 
pound, when we wake up. Permanganate 
of potash is a disinfectant largely used by 
the surgeons on the European battlefields, 
and cyanide of potash is one of the most 
active of poisons. 

The agricultural experts tell me that 
potash is a great source of our food supply. 
It stimulates the plants like a cocktail; it 
contributes to the strength of the stalks 
and fills out the kernels of our cereals. We 
have to use large quantities of it for our 
potatoeswand other truck crops; we use it 
for cotton, Tobacco and oranges and also for 
peaches and all kinds of fruit crops. Just 
now the great @gmand for-it is in the south- 
ern and eastern parts of the country. 

This valuable stuft fg an element which 
is seattered through almost everything all 
over the earth, but usually in such small 
quantities and in such combinations that 


United States that America had gone 


the 
into thie war like a man with a rope about 


his neck. He said that rope was the potash 
in hands of the Kaiser, and that it 
came. 

This threat might have created some con- 
sternatioh four years ago. At the time the 
war broke out Germany had mines which 
were supposed to be the only cheap supply 
potash on earth. She had a monopoly 
of the world’s potash, and she kept one-half 
of all that she mined for her own farmers. 
We took more than half of the balance, 
and our imports amounted fo several hun- 
dred thousand tons of pure potash a year. 
We bought more than a million tons of the 
raw material as it came from the mines, 
and this annually cost our farmer about 
$20,000,000. 

As soon as war was declared the prices 
rose to the clouds. In 1914 murtate of 
potash was selling for $39 a ton. It doubled 
and quadrupled in value, and by December, 
1916, it was $500 per ton. Then Uncle Sam 
began to sit up and take notice. He had 
had his chemical and mining experts at 
work before the war began. He now added 
to the force, and since then we have been 
taking potash out of certain salt lakes of 
our western deserts, out of the flue dust of 
our cement mille and blast furnaces, and 
from the seaweed which crows in great 
quantities in the waters off the California 
Coast. The gevernment is investigating 
certain rocks of the United States which 
are rich in potash, and the green sands 
along the coastal plain of the Atlantic 
which contain the same salt. In short, the 
results of our investigations are such that 
we expect to be able to make ourselves in- 
dependent of other nations as far as potash 
is concerned for all time to come.

The seaweed grabs 
the potash into itself to such an extent 
that some kinds of dried kelp have 500 
pounds of pure potash to the ton. 

There is potash in most kinds of plant 
life, and especially in hard woods of one 
kind or another. We get it by burning 
those woods to ashes, and at the present 


prices such ashes have become exceeding- . 


ly valuable. They are now worth about 75 
cents a bushel, and d single coal scuttle 
will contain salts worth a dime. 


Plenty in This Country.

Much of our common granite contains 5 


per cent. of potash and we have feldspars 
which have 10 or 12 per cent., while in the 


leucite hills of Wyoming there are ten 


square miles of voleanic rock which ana- 
lyzes from 8 to 11 per cent. potash.

Rackeland, who has carefully investigated 
the subject, the chewing gum industry of 
the United States exceeded by several mil- 
lions of dollars the valae of all synthetic 
chemicals, dyestuffs included, imported 
every year into the United States. One 
single chain of 5-and-10-cent stores in 1913 
exceeded by $11,000,000 the whole of the 
German synthetic dye indastry throughout 
the world. In the same year the entire

with a single standardized product—the 
Ford motor car did a greater annual busi- 
ness than all the German coal-tar dye plants 
together with their 1200 different products, 


and earned four times their combined divi- 
dends while paying three times their wages. 
As far as the mineral chemical industries 
are concerned, America, even before the 
war, could stand excellent comparison with 
Germany or any other country. in fact, 
when it comes to the production of acids 
and heavy chemicals we in many branches 
were decidedly ahead of Germany. Espe- 
clally was this true of our important elec- 
trochemical industries which were de- 
veloped far ahead of those of any other 
country. 


Explosives. 


The manufacture of synthetic dyes is only 
one of the man, ideas that Germany bor. 
rowed from her more resourceful neighbors. 
The very chemicals which she uses to prose- 
cute her war were not first produced by 
the subjects of the Kaiser. Howard, an

the manufacture of soap, were the work of 
another American, R. A Tilghman. The 
cyanide process of abtalning gold and silver 
was conceived by our fellow country men, 
McArthur and Forest. The process of ob- 
taining aluminum cheap was devised by C. 
M. Hall, also an American, while Cowles of 
Cleveland, produced aluminum bronze. The 
process of making carborundum and 
graphite in commercial quantities was the 
work of K. G. Acheson. The French and the 
Americans were the first to manufacture ice 
by the use of liquid ammonia. 

The process of the softening of water 
was worked out by Dr. Clark of Aberdeen. 
Scotland. The filtration of water for public 
use was first carried out by Mr James 
Simpson of Chelsea Water Works, London, 
England. The decolorizing power of vege- 
table charcoal was first noticed by Lowits 
of St. Petersburg, and that of animal char- 
coal, the basis of the modern refinery, by 
Figuler of Montpelier, France. The process 
of hardening fats by the use of hydrogen 
we owe chiefly to an English firm, Messrs. 
Crossfield and Son. By their process whale- 
ofl is now converted by large amounts Into 
solid material suitable for the manufactur- 
ing of soap. The important contact process 
which ts largely used in the manufacture of 
sulphuric acid, has been developed upon the 
observation made as far back as 1831 by 
F. Phillips, a vinegar merehant of Bristol, 
that the oxidation of sulphur dioxide is 
greatly accelerated by the presence of plati- 
num. The Englishman, John Mercer, taught 
us to mercertse cotton. The Frenchman, 
Chardonet, the phocess of making artificial 
silk. The method, however, by which most 
of the imitation or artificial silk is made at 
the present time is the viscose process in- 
vented by the English chemists, Crass and 
Bevan, In which wood pulp is used. H. 
Mege of France’ gave us olemargarine: 
malted and condensed milks are distinctive- 
ly American born and developed products. 
Hyatt ot America gave to the world cellu- 
loid. 

To M. Verneull of Paris, we are indebted 
for the artificial ruby, the real ruby of 
science which is as much the ruby of Cey- 
don and Burmah as is the water formed by 
burning hydrogen thé water of the rain— 
identical in property and composition. Im a 
mall factory in the Rue Lafayette is to be 
found the commercia! production of rubies 
on so cheap a scale as to decree the doom 
of the ruby-mine, a doom as certain as that 
decreed by the synthetic dye to the indigo 
industry of India. To Henri Motssan of the 
Sorbonne, who produced tiny artificial dia- 
monds, belongs the honor of the art and

Shouting give us money or a city” they 
swooped upon Alost.in Flanders Ghent, 
Antwerp, Mastricht, and numbers of towns 
within the battle zone of our own day were 
sacked, but the terrible fate of Antwerp will 
illustrate the destruction that went on in the 
historic.and beautiful towns all over Bel- 
lum, to use the modern name of this re- 
gion. 


The Sacking of Antwerp. 


Antwerp, then the commercial capital of 
the world, was one of the proudest cities of 
Europe, ranking next to 
Pars in population and in 


none in wealth. Beauti- 
fully situated upon a 
“plain shaped like a bent 
bow with the River 
Scheldt for ite string,” it 
was renowned for the ca- 
pacious mole and port 
where “2500 vessels were 
often seen at once, and 
where 500 made their daily 
entrance and departure.” 
u was famed for the 
marbie merchants’ en 
Change where 5000 mer- 
chants daily assembled for 
business, for the tely 
Notre Dame, for edu- 
cation of its’ people, the 
very children haVing at 
least 


“Antwerp with ite deep 
and convenient river, 
stretched its arm to the 
ocean and caught the 
golden prize of commerce 
as it fell from tts sister 
cities’ grasp.” Venice, 
Verona; Nuremberg and 

‘other cities of the Han 
seatic League in Germany 
had suffered by the revo- 
lution in commerce but 
ancient Antwerp was the 
principal port of trade in Burope. 

A skiljal engineer set 12,000 citizens to 
work upon the walls, the force including 
multitudes of the women of Antwerp, roused 
to the great peril of the rich city, as rumors 
of the dreadful fate of ether captured towns 
spread about. Ditches and breast works 
were strengthened by bales of merchandise, 
casks of earth, overturned wagons, etc., 
until the barricade rose from eight to six- 
teen feet in places. During the last night, 
which was bright moonlight, the population 
tolled until dawh notwithstanding the play 

of the Spanish cannon from the fortress out- 
side the city. 


The next day a moving wood was seen 
coming from the southwest—the whole force 
of the mutineers from Alost had decorated 
themselves with green branches stuck in 
their helmets. They had marched twenty- 
four miles since 3 o'clock that morning and 
refused breakfast at the fort, such was their 
spirit, saying they would dine in Antwerp 
or sup in Paradise. After falling upon 
their knees to pray for success, they passed 
into the city like a thunderbolt. 

Of two forces of hired German troops 
within the city, one under Van Nude ia 
stantly deserted the gate it was to defend 
and joined the Spaniards. The other under 
Oberstein “resisted to the last and died 
every man in his harness.” This treachery 
increased the panic, the tide of battle flowed 
from street to street, and in front of the fa- 
mous exchange theré was both a rally and 
a slaughter. Here the Burghers and those 
of the faithful Germans, made a stand: 
“ill-armed as they were, they could only die 
for their homes. The marble pavement, the 
graceful, cloisteriike arcades ran with 
blood.” There the slain lay in heaps. In 
this massacre, known ever after as the 
“Spanish Fury” many more persons were 
slain than in St. Bartholomew's at Paris. 
Three thousand bodies were found in the 
streets, as many more were drowned, others 
were burned. Only 200 Spaniards, by the 
largest estimate, wére killed. The Burghers 
turning from their peaceful pursuits, with 
what arms they could pick up, had small 
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chance against the daring and skilled mass 
of Spanish infantry. 

The unpaid mutineers, by years of profes- 
sional soldiering and according to the evil 
principles of th® age, lived upon the blood 
of the people, forming a movable city. Their 
wives and children accompanied them and 
when three years’ pay or more was in ar- 
rears, this was their system of catching up 
with expenses. There was no looting until 
the main business of killing off the fighting 
men bad been accomplished; then the sack- 
ing began. 

The city, had been purposely fired, and 
with the destruction of 1000 splendid bufld- 
ings in the richest quarter, more property 
had been lost than was intended. The 
seizure of what was left, the strong boxes of 


beauty, and second to, the merchants, the gold, silver, and jewelry, 


the velvet, brocades and laces of the shops, 
was easily made. Then the looting of pri- 
vate houses for the cash, plate and jewelry 
of individual owners led to shocking brutalli- 
ties, torture, murder of the aged, the young, 
and of the women. Probably never before 
had so small a force taken so much of 
wealth. Private troopers gambled 10,000 
crowns in one day: others more careful had 
their gold melted into sword-hilts, or whole 
suits of armor darkened to appear like iron, 
but the goldsmiths coolly mixed enough al- 
loy In the golden armor which they were 
forced to make to darken it in a way that 
the pirates did not anticipate. 


The Pacification of Ghent. 


The sack of these numerous cities lead to 
the famous treaty or agreement called the 
pacification of Ghent, by which all The 
Netherlands, north and south united to drive 
the Spanish troops from the country, and to 
sink all religious differences until the work 
was accomplished. This defiance by a small 
country of so great a military power as the 
world-wide Spanish Empire has given ever- 
lasting confidence in the success of a right- 
eous cause and today heartens the Belgian 
people in their resistance to the new and 
~greater tyranny. 

The picturesque and renowned Don John, 
who now came to act as Governor-General, 
had a history so romantic that it would have 
to be toned down for use in a historic 
novel of the most dramatic type. He was 
brought up in the imperial household in 
Spain where his guardian watched him so 
carefully that his foster mother, Magdalen 
Quixada, believed bim to be her husband's 
own son. When the child wag rescued from 
a burning house before Magdalen herself 
was carried out, she then knew that his 
blood was royal. His grace and beauty, his 
skill at sports, in Sighting and riding were 
remarkable. When

His military ability was en- 
cellent, and while less fascinating than Don 
Jobn, he was more commanding. He was a 
man of temperate habits, absorbed in his 
work, and a very devout Catholic. 
His Statesmanship was very shrewd, and 
taking advantage of the divisions among 
the Netherianders, he won a diplomatic 
victory by uniting the Walloon provinces of 
Artois and Hainault with the towns of Lille, 
Douay and Orchies in French Flanders. 
Five of the northern provinces united into 
the opposing Union of Utrecht by way of 
reply to him. Two others soon joined, as 
did Ghent, Ypres, Bruges and Antwerp.

Five attempts were made to assassinate 
him, the last being successful. In one of the 
earlier attempts, a man presenting a peti- 
tion to the Prince shot him at such close 
quarters that the discharge set bis hair and 
beard on fire. His wife, Charlottg, after 
long attendance upon the terribly wounded 
man, herself succumbed and was buried two 
days after the public celebration of the 
Prince's recovery. 

The successful assassin, a half<crazy 
fanatic, brought the news of the death of the 
Duke of Anjou to the Prince and secreted 
hbimeelf afterwards in a nich in the stair- 
way, where he fired directly at the heart of 
William as the latter came out from dinner 
His last wife, Louisa, who was present, had 
been troubled by the agitated and pale face 
ot the man and spoke of his villainous looks, 
bat ber husband made Only a casual cheer- 
ful reply. 

Was Like our Washington. 


It would be impossible ip a short space to 
estimate the great work of William the 


dent, so often compared to Washington. 
Urging toleratioh upon the people as the 
only soldtion for their religious division, 
oppos the cruelties which marked the 
warfare on both sides and unselfishly throw- 
img every resource into the cause, je was 
the national figure to whom all men looked 
for counsel. He sold his plate and personal 
belongings to pay bis troops, and neither 
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the confiscation of his estates nor the price 
upon his head nor the offers of high post- 
tion if he would resiga himself to the terms 
offered by Spain altered the high resolution 
of the Father of bis Country. He died at 51, 
with bis work unfinished, but he was an old 
man at 40. His helmet, which was scarcely 
ever off his bead, had worn his hair away, 
and there was little in the circumstances of 
the harassed, impoverished man to remind 
the world of the splendid Palace in Brus- 
sels, which he formerly offered to the 
Spanish monarchs, his guests, whom he en- 
tertained with banquets, tournaments and 
hunting, and where jwenty-cight master 
cooks supplied the most magnificent table 
of the time. 

Of his twelve children, Maurice, a 17-year- 
old boy, was able later to carry on part of 
his father’s work and outmaneuvered Alex- 
ander of Parma. He was elected captain- 
genera! of Holland and Zeeland, but Alexan- 
der, in the confusion of the country, took 
many of the southern towns or reconciled 
them. Dendermonde, Antwerp, Ghent, Brus- 
selg and Mechlin were thus taken over by 
the Spanigrds. The interesting feature of 
the siege of Antwerp in this instance was 
the bridge which Alexander bullt across the 
Scheidt to cut off all communication with 
the sea. Fireships were used against the 
barrier, but the bridge was completed, and 
the city, om surrender, paid a fine, but suf- 
fered no outrage as in tht time of the more 
violent leaders. 

As the Dutch held the mouth of 
the Scheldt, the commercial im- 
portance of Antwerp was destroyed 
and Flemish industries declined. 
The final result was that at the 
close of the struggle, Flanders and 
Brabant, originally the wealthiest 
districts of the seventeen, were a 
desert. “Wolves roamed 
over the vacant fields, 
the looms were silent, 
and whole streets in 


the towns were 
Trade shifted 


Queen of England was 
offered the sovereignty 
of the Netherlands; 
this she refused, but 
semt der favorite, the 
handsome Leicester, ac- 
Pompanied by his 
nephew, Sir Philip Sid- 
ney, with an expe 
dition. But unforte- 
nately, when Leicester 
acceptéd the brilliant 
offer of the governor- 
ship of the country, 
Elizabeth flew into a 


quarrels with his subordinates, and after 
several conflicts was recalled, 

Elizabeth had just signed the death war- 
rant of Mary Queen of Scots, and her clever 
policy of trimming her sails so as to pre 
vent the coalition of Catholic forces against 
England now broke down, for Philip decided 
to carry out his plan of invading England. 
His plan was for the fleet to proceed to a 
point near Calais, where Alexander of 
Parma was to join it with the army, on fat- 
bottomed boats, and take command of the 
whole. Parma was then to land and march 
on London, while the Spanish admiral was to 
keep off Dutch and English boats. 

In July, 1588, the Armada was met by a 
motiey fleet of 197 vessels, only thirty-four 
of which belonged to the government. Drake, 
Hawking and other captains who had spent 


their lives at sea, were in command, and de- 


cided to fight “loose and at large,” and in an 
eight days’ running engagement up the chan- 
nel, poured shot into the Spanish hulls, men 
hurried out of range. The English aim was 
low and very effective, while the clumseier 
Spanish vessels fred high at the rigging 
with the hope of disabling and boarding the 
enemy. 

Parma was not able to come out with his 
flat-bottomed boats at all. The English in 
the closing fight used fire-ships, and although 
out of powder and shot, gave chase boldly, 
and were assisted by a great storm which 
came up. Some fifty-three crippled vessels 


questions relative to the carrying out 
of former agreements have led to 
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returned to Spain out of the 124 vessels - 


which had started. 
More Modern Warfare. 


Maurice of Orange meanwhile had been 
studying the science of warfa.e: he intro 
duced better drill, imacreased the proportion 
of musketeers to pikemen, and added the 
despised spade to the weapons of the troops 
He reuced Zutphen on the Yasel, Devepter, 
and went to Groningen. He forced Parma 
to retreat, and in two summers drove the 
Spanish from all northern strongholds. in 
the winter of 1592 Parma @ied. All the 
success won by Philip was due to this bril- 
Hant soldier, but the King had become 
jealous of his power and had already ap- 
pointed his successor. 

Maurice fought several complicated and 

long campaigns over the familiar battle- 
ground from which the blood of three gener- 
ations row “cried out.” At last under 


Philip Ill, 1609, a trace was declared, but 


at the end of the twelve years warfare was 
roseumed, until the historic year 1648, when 
the United Provinces of the north obtained 
their recognition of independence by the 
Treaty of Westphalia. 

Holland. since 1648, has vacillated between 
a republic and a led or opes monarchy 
under the house of Orange. Retognised as 
a kingdom in 1815, the house of Orange rules 
the country today. Occupying the heart of 
the greatest battleground of Butope, the tre- 


mendous Spanish strucgie was only the pre- 


lude to a great conflict with 

Belgium, drawn back into the Spanish 
realm by the concessions granted and by the 
attractions which the éplendor and magnifi¢ 
cence of the ancient church bas always had 
for the Celtic peoples, was given by Philip 
to his favorite daughter. Isabella, and on ber 
marriage passed to Austria, back to Spain 
upon her death, thence to France, to Austria, 
to France again in the Revolution, and in 
1815 was united to Holland. In 1830 she 
Holland, and became the 
modern kingdom of Belgium.

The question of fertilizers is both broad 
and deep, also complex.

After many years spent in 
experimentation with scores of materials 
there is nothing better for all crops and all 
soils than well-rotted stable manure. It is 
the one material that always produces good 
results. 

Many discussions on depth of plowing are 
held in Eastern States, owing to the great 
range of soils and the natural sod or crops 
growing thereon. The severity of winter 
also bears on the subject. But in Call- 
fornia it is generally safe to plow as deeply 
as you can at all times. Nepecially is this 
true of gardening. Mine into the soil with 
every implement or device that will stir, 
sheke, or shatter the s/!. 

in a broad agricultural sense all limes are 
sources of the element calcium and for that 
are applied to the soll, calcium being bene- 
ficial in sO many ways that lime is often 
not applied for one specific eff but for 
general beneficial effects.

Fruit that has been dipped does not re- 
quire sulphuring. The sulphuring is done in 
the same manner as with vegetables. Ap 
ples require about thirty minutes; apricots 
and peaches, three hours; pears and silver 
prumes, three to four hours; adriatic figs 
and some varieties of grapes may be sul- 


visable to dissolve a little salt in the water 
in which apples are parboiled. 

In very hot weather the fruit, in drying, 
come out better if the trays are stacked one 
above the other when the products are about 
two-thirds dry. The final drying, should, for 
best results, take place in the shade. When 
finished the fruits should be soft and 
“leathery,” neither brittle nor juicy. Since 
most fruits do not dry evenly, it is some 
times necessary to sort out and redry slow- 
ly drying pieces. Sweating the fruits in 

boxes is a method of distributing 
the moisture more evenly. The fruit should 
be sterilized and redried in the same man- 
mer as vegetables before packing perma- 


DURING RAINY WEATHER. 


Late in the season or in localities where 
there are summer rains, it is necessary to 
do the drying artificially. A home-made 
dryer is simple and inexpensive to make, 
being, in effect, merely a Vox with a gable 
roof, and large encugh to hdd a dosen trays 
and a small stove. The f must be 
equipped with a ventilator to\remove vapors 
A kitchen dryer may be e of several 
trays of coarse galvanised screen, about 
eighteen by twenty-four inches in size, sus- 
pended one above the other over the kitchen 
stove, 

The ‘University of California has issued a 
circular for free distribution, “Drying Fruits 
and Vegetables,” illustrating the different 
steps, and the drying and sulphuring equip 
ment. The United States Department of 
Agriculture bas also issued a bulletin on the 
subject, Farmers’ Bulletin No. 853 (“Home 
and Community Drying of Fruits and Vege 
tables,“) which may be obtained free of 
charge from the Division of Publications.

It provides 
that everyone who expects to purchase, sell, 
use or have in his possession any explo 
sive, or the ingredients thereof, must take 
out a license. 

The Bureau of Mines of the Interior De- 
partment is intrusted with the enforce 
ment. of the law. The Di ef the Bu- 
reat of Mines has appointed licensing agents 
for the issuing of licenses in every village. 
town and city in the United- States. In 
California there are over 700 of these 
licensors commissioned to issue licenses. 
In almost every instance, Justices of Peace 
are appointed, and there are Many 
public also commissioned. 

To obtain a license an applicant must ap- 
pear in person before the licensor: must 
state under oath his place of birth, and, if 
a naturalized citizen, must give the date and 
place of naturalization. Licenses will not 
be issued to enemy aliens, or to subjects of 
countries allied with an enemy of the United 
State. Licensors are instructed to refuse to 
iesue a license to any person not known to 
be loyal and responsible unless recom. 
mended by reputable citizens of the com- 
munity, 

Any person violating any of the provisionr 
of the act “shall be cullty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by ne of not more 
than $5000 or by Imprisonment of not more 
than one year, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment.” Information as to the location 
of licensors and details of the law may be 
had by communicating with John M. Griffin.
